I  have  been  on  the  road  a  fair  bit  lately^  taking  two  excursions  to  California, 
with  another  one  coming  up  soon  Much  of  my  traveling  was  in  the  company  of 
the  Burke  family  in  celebration  of  the  new  California  state  quarter,  which  was 
designed  by  Garrett,  inspired  by  Michelle,  and  supported  with  the  help  of 
daughter  Katie*  The  quarter  features  naturalist,  author  and  founder  of  the  Sierra 
Club  John  Muir,  the  California  condor  (added  by  Governor  Arnold 
Schwarzenegger)  and  Half  Dome  in  Yosemite  National  Park 


On  the  first  trip  south,  I  spent  several  fian  days  with  Linda  Spellman  before 
joining  the  Burkes  on  a  drive  north  to  Stockton,  where  the  John  Muir  collection 
is  archived  on  the  campus  of  University  of  the  Pacific  We  spent  the  entire  day 
February  9  at  the  school  in  preparation  for  a  private  reception  for  the  Muir 
family  and  invited  guests,  hosted  by  the  John  Muir  Center  for  Environmental 
Studies  &  the  Holt-Atherton  Department  of  Special  Collections  Shan  Sutton  of 
the  Holt-Atherton  Special  Collections  and  Bill  Swaggerty  of  the  John  Muir 
Center  gave  us  a  private  tour  of  Muir’s  memorabilia  in  the  library  and  we  were 
able  to  assist  with  the  set-up  of  documents  that  were  on  display  for  the  occasion, 
including  a  letter  from  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  personally  inviting  John 
Muir  to  guide  him  through  the  Yosemite,  Muir’s  last  known  letter  to  a  cousin, 
offering  to  provide  food  and  supplies  for  the  needy,  Muir's  travel  journals  and 
drawings  from  trips  to  Alaska,  the  Amazon  and  a  trek  across  the  eastern  U  S  , 
and  Muir  family  photographs  All  in  all,  it  was  a  most  impressive  and  interesting 
collection  to  see

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The  afternoon’s  program  featured  a  presentation  by  Ganett  &  Michelle, 
discussing  the  history  of  the  quarter's  design  and  the  journey  it  took  them  on 
tfom  start  to  finish  ,  with  their  talk  entitled  “From  Sketchbook  to  Selection 
Imagining  a  California  State  Quarter  ’’  Garrett  is  considering  donating  his 
original  sketchbook  to  the  library,  as  well  as  other  documentation  pertinent  to 
the  quarter  design,  to  become  part  of  the  pennanent  Muir  collection 


Also  on  the  agenda  was  entertainment  by  the  Phabulous  Phirehouse 
Philharmonic  Jazz  Band,  led  by  the  82-year  old  grandson  of  John  Muir,  Ross 
Hanna  He  and  John  Hanna  are  the  only  two  surviving  grandchildren  of  Muir, 
and  there  were  numerous  other  descendants  on  hand,  many  of  them  bearing  a 
striking  resemblance  to  the  patriarch'

After  the  presentation,  and  while  guests  sampled  the  refreshments  (including 
several  cakes  featuring  the  quarter  design),  Garrett  signed  programs,  which 
came  with  a  sample  quarter  attached  and  the  band  played  on 
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Secretary-Treasurer’s  Report  (com  ) 


A  private  reception  aftertvard,  in  the  President's  Room  on  campus,  was  held  for 
Muir  family  members,  and  we  had  a  chance  to  chat  with  different  branches  of 
the  family,  some  of  whom  came  from  Martinez  where  the  original  Muir 
homestead  is  located  and  others  from  as  far  away  as  San  Diego  It  was  a  truly 
delightftil  day 

The  next  day  we  were  given  a  private  tour  of  the  Haggin  Museum  in  Stockton, 
which  houses  many  paintings  by  Hudson  River  School  artist  Albert  Bierstadt 
who  painted  many  views  of  Yosemite  Valley  For  a  relatively  small  museum, 
they  have  an  impressive  collection  I'd  recommend  it  if  you're  ever  in  Stockton 

On  my  second  trip  south,  at  the  end  of  February,  1  was  the  guest  of  the  Burkes  at 
a  special  celebration  in  Beverly  Hills  for  many  of  their  friends  and  supporters 
during  the  quarter  journey  A  large  ice  sculpture  of  the  Muir  quarter  greeted 
guests,  and  after  lunch  there  was  a  slide  presentation  by  Garrett  &  Michelle, 
offering  a  more  personalized  view  of  the  design  process  than  had  been  given  at 
Stockton  One  of  the  five  design  finalists,  Jim  Cody  (Waves  and  Sun),  was  also 
in  the  crowd  He  and  his  wife  Chizuko  traveled  from  Santa  Barbara  for  the 
festivities  Party  favors  were  autographed  presentation  folders  for  the  new 
quarter,  which  were  specially  designed  for  the  California  State  Museum  of 
History  and  Wells  Fargo  Bank

1  became  interested  in  collecting  silver  rounds  1  haven’t  staned  collecting  silver 
bars  yet  In  the  year  2002  1  met  a  coin  dealer  at  a  flea  market  in  a  town  west  of 
my  city  The  town  is  Ft  Dodge,  Iowa,  but  the  flea  market  is  maybe  4  or  5  miles 
south  of  town  The  flea  market  is  held  once  each  month  There  is  a  heated 
building  on  the  grounds  so  dealers  can  set  up  tables  any  month  of  the  year  My 
coin  dealer  comes  several  times  each  year  to  set  up  his  coin  table  or  tables  In 
2002  I  bought  eight  I  oz  silver  replicas  of  the  Indian  Head/Buffalo  nickel  the 
U  S  Mint  produced  from  1913  to  1938  These  coin  replicas  were  not  the 
greatest  ones  to  buy  though,  as  one  leg  on  the  buffalo  was  very  poorly  struck,  so 
I  called  them  the  buffalo  bone  round,  as  the  leg  was  not  a  very  good  example  of 
a  buffalo  leg  ”

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Who  Was  H.  Alvin  Sharpe?

Does  the  name  H  Alvin  Sharpe  sound  familiar'’  Maybe  the  letters  HA^'>  For 
some.'yes,’  for  others,  ‘you  betcha,’  especially  down  south  in  gold  oF  New 
Orleans'’  For  anyone  not  in  the  know,  M  Alvin  Sharpe  was  the  inventor  and 
creator  of  Mardi  Gras  doubloonsi 

In  1960  Mr  Sharpe  approached  the  Captain  of  Rex  Carnival  Club  with  his  novel 
idea  for  Rex  Riders  to  throw  doubloons  as  favors  to  massed  crowds  on  Mardi 
Gras  day  The  Captain  was  leery,  as  he  though  people  could  possibly  be  harmed 
as  a  result  of  these  throws  One  day  Mr  Sharpe  visited  the  Captain  and  threw  a 
handful  of  doubloons  at  him  To  the  Captain’s  surprise,  he  was  unharmed  A 
gentleman’s  agreement  was  soon  formed  between  Mr  Sharpe  and  the  Captain  of 
Rex  to  make  doubloons  for  Rex  Carnival  Club,  initially  minting  85,000 

Shortly  thereafter,  Mr  Sharpe  began  making  doubloons  for  Comus,  Momus  and 
Proteus  Carnival  Krewes  He  also  made  doubloons  for  Zeus,  Zulu,  Jason  and 
Elks  parades,  the  Pete  Fountain  Half-Fast  Marching  Club  and  for  Olympia  and 
Washington  balls  To  handle  the  business  of  doubloon  production,  Sharpe 
formed  the  Educoin  Co  which  operated  until  the  mid-1970’s  During  that 
period,  the  doubloons  were  mass-produced  from  his  designs  by  the  Green  Duck 
Mint  in  Chicago  and  Hernando,  Mississippi 

1  recently  had  the  opportunrty  to  meet  a  personal  friend  of  H  Alvin  Sharpe  who 
wishes  to  remain  anonymous,  and  gave  freely  of  his  time  and  knowledge  I  also 
researched  Sharpe’s  obituary  at  the  public  library,  as  well  as  an  article  written 
for  the  local  newspaper  (Times  Picayune)  which  chronicled  his  achievements  at 
the  time  of  his  death 

H  Alvin  Sharpe  is  recognized  and  known  for  other  attributes,  living  seven 
lifetimes  as  a  seaman,  sailor,  artist,  gemologist,  poet,  die  cutter  and  engraver  1 
found  great  interest  in  Mr  Sharpe’s  accomplishments  and  hope  you  will  too 

H  .Alvin  Sharpe  was  born  Herbert  (Herb)  Alvin  Sharpe  in  Whitley 
County,  Kentucky  in  1910  He  was  a  self-taught  man,  not  having  more  than  a 
4'*’  grade  education  Sharpe  went  to  sea  as  a  cabin  boy  in  his  formative  years, 
and  relocated  to  New  Orleans  in  1931  after  serving  seven  years  as  commander 
for  the  Merchant  Marines  It  was  noted  that  he  sailed  a  square  rigger  going 
around  the  Horn  of  Africa,  an  almost  impossible  feat  for  most'  When  World 
War  II  broke  out,  he  again  returned  to  sea  and  saw  action  in  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  Regions  Sharpe  returned  to  New  Orleans  in  the  early  1950  s 

While  in  New  Orleans  during  the  I930’s,  Mr  Sharpe  mastered  the  intaglio 
process  of  etching  and  engraving  copper  plates  Famous  scenes  w  ere  trees, 
ships  and  the  ‘Dueling  Oaks  of  City  Park,’  where  dueling  actually  took  place 
X^back  in  the  day  He  designed  more  than  100  copper  plates,  which  were  sold  m^^ 
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limited  edition  as  souvenirs  of  New  Orleans  He  also  sold  etchings  to  the  State 

of  Louisiana  that  were  used  in  government  buildings  It  was  Mr  Sharpes 

familiarity  with  the  intaglio  process  that  lead  to  his  success  in  cutting  steel  dies 
used  to  stamp  Mardi  Gras  doubloons 

Mr  Sharpe’s  love  of  the  sea  shined  through  artistically  as  he  painted  a  number 
of  oils  with  sea  themes  1  was  able  to  locate  information  regarding  three  of  his 
paintings,  titled  ‘Schooner  at  Sea’  (signed  in  1953),  ‘Schooner  on  Rough  Seas’ 
and  ‘Seascape  ’  A  local  anist  by  the  name  of  John  Reed  Campbell  used  Mr 
Sharpe  as  his  subject  when  he  painted  ‘Sharpe’s  Gold,’  a  depiction  of  a 
prospector  panning  in  the  southwest  tor  gold  And  Mr  Sharpe  did  just  that,  he 
prospected  from  the  southwest  through  the  United  States  panning  tor  precious 
stones  and  metals  on  a  donkey  named  Sunflower 

Mr  Sharpe  is  also  known  for  his  beautiftil  murals  painted  on  ceilings  at  the  New 
Orleans  Board  of  Trade  He  was  commissioned  to  paint  these  murals  shortly 
after  his  arrival  in  New  Orleans  in  1931  The  job  took  three  months 

Sharpe  is  listed  m  ‘The  .Artist  Bluebook  2004’  by  Lonnie  Pierson  Dunbier  The 
book  lists  32,000  Nonh  American  artists  from  the  lb"’  century  to  August  2004 

H  Alvin  Sharpe  was  a  man  of  many  talents  He  published  two  hardcover  books, 
writing  over  1,000  poems  The  green  hardcover,  published  by  Pelican 
Homestead  (bank)  was  given  as  a  perk  for  opening  an  account  The  black 
hardcover  is  the  rarer  of  the  two  Titles  are  unknown 


Mr  Sharpe  went  to  work  for  a 
branch  of  The  Hamilton  Mint, 
located  in  New  Orleans  in  1974 
He  opened  his  own  studio  after 
Hamilton  moved  in  1977  Sharpe 
worked  from  a  quaint  little  shop 
nestled  in  the  small  town  of  Algiers, 
Louisiana,  designing,  engraving 
and  striking  bars  on  metal  using 
his  hydraulic  press  to  test  and  strike 
dies  Depending  on  the  order,  he 
would  make  25,  50  or  as  many  as 
100  medallions  in  his  shop 
Orders  larger  than  100  were  sent 
to  Green  Duck  Mint,  located  in 
(’hicago  at  that  time

Mr  Sharpe  believed  he  was  the  only  many  in  the  world  that  not  only  designed 
such  medallions,  but  also  carved  the  dies  that  form  them  completely  by  hand 
The  art  dates  back  2,500  years,  but  was  abandoned  in  the  1 7"'  century  when

mechanical  methods  were  introduced  Mr  Sharpe  may  have  spent  as  few  as  30 
hours  or  as  many  as  40  days  on  the  free-hand  carving  of  a  die 

Mr  Sharpe,  in  his  lifetime,  designed  approximately  1,000  dies  for  medallions 
and  art  bars  He  created  individual  commercial  dies  as  well  as  dies  for  parade 
doubloons  Mr  Sharpe  was  very  involved  with  the  local  New  Orleans'  public 
television  station  WYES  auctions  in  the  late  1960’s  &  70’s  and  made  a 
medallion  for  WYES  as  well  He  created  the  die  for  Trial  of  Old  Fort  Harrod,’ 
struck  on  a  square  copper  planchet  He  also  struck  100  medals  for  the  Atlanta 
Coin  Club's  50“’  anniversary  in  1978  If  he  designed  a  die  only,  he  would  not 
inscribe  his  initials  of  HAS  '  If  he  designed  and  cut  the  die,  he  would  then 
inscribe  his  initials  in  insignificant  places  Many  of  us  may  be  more  familiar 
with  the  designs  and  engravings  Mr  Sharpe  created  for  silver  art  bars  ‘Silent 
Partners  '  (BM-I I ),  ‘Go  First  Class’  (BM-9)  and  Pipe  Dreamer'  (BM-IO-PVI ), 
as  well  as  Flamilton  Mint's  'Profiles  of  the  West'  (HAM-6 1-84)  24-bar  set

Mr  Sharpe  was  a  guest  on  Joe  Colotta  s  radio  talk  show,  'Let's  Talk  It  Over 
each  Mardi  Gras  season  from  1971  to  1982  Let’s  Talk  It  Over’  was  one  of  the 
city's  first  audience-participation  discussion  programs,  airing  on  Sunday 
mornings  Topics  discussed  with  Mr  Sharpe  during  these  years  ranged  from 
Doubloons  and  the  Story  of  Bruised  Knuckles.'  Doubloon  Madness,  New 
Orleans  &  Art,’  The  City  Problems  of  Mardi  Gras,1975,’  ‘Impact  of  Mardi 
Gras  on  the  City  of  New  Orleans,’  “Mardi  Gras  1980,’  and  Mardi  Gras  ’  Mr 
Sharpe  s  last  interview  on  Let  s  Falk  It  Over  was  October  17,  1982,  just  days 
before  his  passing 

Mr  Sharpe  was  never  a  millionaire,  rather  took  money  as  a  vehicle  to  get  by  in
